U.S. Envoy at Cairo Ordered to | 


Investigate Egyptian Action. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)-- 

fficials said today the American 
Embassy at Cairo has been in- 
structed to do everything pos- 
sible to clear up quickly the case 
of the American ship seized by the 
Egyptian Government. 

Although the victory ship Fly- 
Trader was seized at fPort 
Said reportedly on suspicion that 
it was going to violate Egypt’s an- 
nounced “blockade” of Israel, the 
United States does not recognize 
that blockade. 

Officials said the State Depart- 
ment sent instructions to Ambas- 
sador Stanton Griffis to look into 
the ease, do all possible to 
straighten out the ship’s legal po- 
sition and protest to the Egyptian 
Goverhment if he considered it 
necessary. A report from Griffis 
is still awaited here. : 

Seizure of the 10,000-ton ship 
was reported in New York last 
night by Joseph W. Ryan, counsel 
for the Istrandtsen Steamship Co. 

While State Department offi- 
cials would not discuss the merits 
of the case, it appeared they 
hoped to obtain the ship’s release 
primarily on a showing that its 
cargo was not going to Palestine.

Disbursements Total $20,- 
531,875 — 55.12 Pct. 
of Appropriations for 
Fiscal Year Are Spent. 


An increase of $2,063,261 in mu- 
nicipal disbursenients for the first 
seven months of the fiscal year 
1948-49, over the same period of 
the previous fiscal year, was 
shown in Comptroller Louis Nol- 
te’s monthly report to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
made today. Disbursements for 
the seven months up to last Nov. 
8 were $20,531,875; for the same 
period one year before they were 
$18,468,614. 4 

The total appropriation for the 
present fiscal year is $36,428,250. 
Of this, in 58.33 per cent of the 
year, the percentage spent has 
been 55.12 per cent. 

A decrease in receipts of $297,- 
462 is shown for the comparative 
seven months’ period, but it was 
explained that last year‘s figure 
included an early payment of tax 
receipts by the Collector, and that 
he had not made a corresponding 
payment up to Nov. 8 of this year, 
but that the later payment will be 
corresponding larger. 

The deficit in municipal funds 
as of Nov. 8 is reported as $12,- 
556,000, but this will be greatly 
reduced by tax payments in the 
next few weeks, and the previous 
estimate of a $3,500,000 deficit 
next April is unchanged. 

The deficit as of Nov. 8, how- 
ever, exceeds that of the same 
time in 1947 by more than $4,000,- 
000; the deficit in early November

The 
ominous march of events in China 
and the threat of further trouble 
in Europe and elsewhere furnished 
a backdrop for the talk, 

The developing diplomatic, crisis 
transformed this naval submarine 
base from a presidential vacation 
retreat into a conference site on 
which the basis for a restatement 
of American international policy 
may be laid.

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MIRACLE MAN TRUMAN 
Truman Tried to Run Own Race 
But Found Surest Way to Stir 
Crowd Was to 


Mention F.D.R. 


No Mention of It. 


He Relied on People’s Poll (as He Called 
It) and It Drove Him Back to New Deal 
After Traveling Thousands of Miles With

l night before election day. 
Harry Truman seemed indignant 


that anyone should doubt he was 
a fervent New Dealer. Yet the 
fact was, as known to corre- 
¢pondents who had traveled on his 
special train and listened care- 
fully at all the whistle stops, that 
he had campaigned for thousands 
of miles before mentioning the 
New Deal. 


So it remains to be seen whether | 


the Truman New Deal will follow 
the pattern of the Roosevelt New 
Deal—or strike out in new direc- 
tions for itself. 

In any event, there is likely to 
be a tug-of-war in Washington be- 
fore the nation learns whether 
the New Deal is the original New 
Deal—or something else. 


The story of the Truman vic- 
tory is a story of something 
new, something old, a little bit 
of this and a little bit of that— 
and all highly seasoned and 
whipped together in a mulligan 
stew of success, the formula for 
which almost defies description. 


Being a success story, it might 
be titled The Truman Miracle— 
and How It Came About, or 30,000 
Miles by Train, Plane and Bus. 
And after the manner of all Hora- 
tio Alger tales, it begins with our 
hero on the lowest rung of the 
social ladder. 

The fortunes of Harry Truman 
had sunk so low early last summer 
that he was being patronized by 
the so-called political experts and 
was the object of derision by the 
columnists. Even Boss Hague and 
Boss Arvey and Boss Curley Had 
turned thumbs down on the scion 
of Pendergastism. An attitude that 
found wide expression was that 
Truman was more of a political 
accident than a President; that it 
was a case of Little Man, What 
Now?; and that, in all decency, 
Truman should fade out of the 
picture come Jan. 20 and let an 
able administrator take over. 

Truman Disagreed. 

Naturally, Truman did not agree 

with these  derogations. He 
thought his job of running the 
government in the twilight period 
between war and peace, without 
the benefit of wartime controls, 
was tougher than Roosevelt’s job 
of running the war, with all pos- 
sible authority. Truman thought 
he had done a pretty fair job and 
that he had been thwarted and 
spited by Congress, press and 
radio. He decided to go forth to 
the people and tell his side of the 
story. 
“Since the Democratic National 
Committee was broke, Truman 
went forth in the guise of a “non- 
political” tour, which meant the 
Government rather than his party 
paid the expenses, and Truman 
was left in a position to wangle 
free radio time for his speeches. 

Life in tHose days for the Chief 
Executive of the greatest republic 
on earth was one apology after 
another: 


“They have been telling you a | 


lot of things about your President, 
that he doesn’t know what goes 
on, that he can’t handle the Gov- 
ernment. ... There has been a 
great deal said in various quarters 
about my ability, or inability, my 
intelligence or lack of it. a 
There has been a lot of conversa- 
tion about what I look like, and 
what I can do, what I know and 
what I don’t know.” ' 

Still on the defensive, Truman 
remarked: “I have been in poli- 
tics a long time, and it makes no 
difference what they say about 
you, if it isn’t so. If they can 

rove it on you, yuu are in a 
ad fix, indeed. They have never 
been able to prove it on me.” 

Set Out to Needle Congress. 

Truman had set out to “wake 
up” Congress, to “needle them a 
little bit,” to “throw some bricks” 
at what was then the dominant 
party. He referred to the cam- 
paign as a “brawl” and a “po- 
litical scramble” which should 
halt at the “water’s edge.” 

Although ostensibly out to win, 
Truman, for some reason best 
known to himself, hesitated about 
invoking the name of the great- 
est winner the Democratic party 
ever had, Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Truman had crossed the conti- 
nent, making numerous speeches 
in Ohio, Indiana, Llinois, Nebras- 
ka, Wyoming, Idaho and Montana 
before he got around to mention- 
ing the name of F,D.R. This 
mention came in Spokane, Wash. 
The mention brought applause. 
On the rest of that trip Truman 
mentioned Roosevelt from time 
to time out he never overdid it. 

The explanation seemed to be 
that Truman, a modest, indepen- 
dent character, ~’7as reluctant to 
campaign in Roosevelt’s shoes, al- 
though Truman stood for many of 
the things that Roosevelt stood 
for, such as federal assistance in 
housing, education, health, labor, 
agriculture, flood control, ree- 
lamation and conservation. 

Truman not only wanted to 
win, he wanted to win on his own. 

“Nonpartisan and bipartisan” 


AM still for the Roosevelt New Deal,” President Truman 
shouted in winding up his campaign at St. Louis the Saturday 


was the way Harry Truman de- 
scribed his June excursion, but 
no one took that literally, least of 
all partisan Truman. Coming back 
through Kansas, Truman defined 
the one big issue before the coun- 
try as: 

“Are the special privilege boys 
going to run the country, or are 
the people going to run it?” 

Heir to the New Deal, President 
Truman managed to cross the 
country going and coming with- 
out any specific references to or 
indorsements of the New Deal, 


which at that time evidently was ' 
ball-and-' 


considered a political 
chain. 


Did Truman really expect to 
win without lining up the New 
Dealers in his behalf? 

Well, he said he expected to 
win. That’s what he meant, too, 
when he said: 


“The judgment of the people as 
a whole is always good.” 


(Perhaps Truman himself was 
reserving judgment on the New 
Deal until he could find out what 
the New Dealers would try to do 
to him at the Democratic conven- 
tion in Philadelphia.) 


Result Confusing. 


The judgment’ of Philadelphia 


went for Truman, but both the 
right wing and left wing of the 
party bolted Truman, which may 
have left him confused as to the 
real value of bundling with the 
New Deal. 

When he took to the road again 
in September, Truman still gave 
the New Deal the silent treat- 


New Deal as such only when he 
understood that the surest way to 
an applause break in his speeches 
was to allude to Franklin Roose- 
velt and his works. 


Always an underrated politician, 
Truman got wiser and wiser with 
each whistlestop. Whereas his 
rival, Gov. Dewey, relied on Dr. 
Gallup, Truman relied on the 
people’s poll, as he called it, and 
the people’s poll drove him, 


into the New Deal camp. 


In all fairness, Truman had 
tried to run his own race without 
trading on the name of his illus- 
trious predecessor. But gradual- 
ly the stubborn Missourian was 
made to realize that he, as a man 
who did not dodge the issues, either 
was for Roosevelt’s New Deal or 
he was against it. 

That being the choice, Truman 
nominated himself as the leading 
champion of the New Deal—and 


marveled that anyone had ever 
doubted him! | 


WHOLESALE PRICES 
DROP FOR WEEK: 
FARM PRODUCTS UP

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (UP)— | 
The Department of Labor reported | 
today average wholesale prices 
dropped: one tenth of 1 per cent! 
last week. 


At week's end, the department 
said, average wholesale prices 
were 1.3 per cent below mid-Octo- 
ber, but still 2.6 per cent above 
mid-November 1947. The whole- 
sale price index for the week end- 
ed last Saturday stood at 162.6 per 
cent of the 1926 average. ‘The de- 
partment uses 1926 as a base year 
in computing its: index, and the 
average for that year equals 100. 

Wholesale prices for farm prod- 
ucts increased three-tenths of 1 
per cent in the week “as grain 
prices were stronger and 
quotations for calves, cows and 
lambs were higher,” the depart- 
ment said. On the average, farm 
products were 1.5 per cent below 
a month earlier and 4 per cent 
below a year ago. 


Average wholesale food prices 
dropped seven-tenths of 1 per cent 
last week, chiefly because of a 
“sharp” dip in prices for bacon 
and pork. Food prices were 4.3 
per cent below the level for both 
mid-October 1948 and mid-Novem- 
ber 1947. ’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP)— 
The irish potato won’t be sup- 
ported next year in the manner to 
which it has become accustomed, 
Not by one-third, in fact. 

Instead of the 90 per cent of 
parity guarantee of recent years, 
growers in 1949 will be assured by 
the government of getting only 
60 per cent of the theoretical “fair 
to everyone”, price. 

To be certain of even that muth, 
the growers must not plant more 
pottatoes than they are told. 

Whether lower support prices 
will mean lower retail prices next 
year remains to be seen. Some of- 
ficials said that if acreage Ys kept 
within the goal, supply and de- 
mand will balance and the price 
may mot drop sharply. 

Cost of Support. 

In any event, it won’t cost con- 
sumers, who also are taxpayers, so 
much to keep up the price that 
they have to pay. 

Supporting potato prices has 
cost the government dearly. So 
far this year the bill amounts to 
about $100,000,000 compared with 
the previous high of nearly $91,- 
000,000 in 1946. Last year’s bill was 
$39,500,000. 

The trouble has been ‘two-fold. 
Farmers planted more and more 
potatoes, prices went higher and 
higher and Americans ate fewer 
and fewer. So the Government 
had to buy the surplus under its 
support program, 

Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 
nan announced the new 60 per 
cent support level for 1949-crop 
potatoes last night. He said he 
didn’t like to do it, but had no 
other course in view of the high 
cost of the potato program. The 
new support prices will average 
around 97 cents a bushel, instead 
of $1.45. 

Brannan also seta goal of 1,- 
938,300 acres of potatoes for next 
year. This is about 200,000 acres 
less than this year’s planting. 
Goal for Each Farmer. 


Each state was assigned a goal. 
Eventually each county, then each 
grower, will get one. To be piigible 
for price support, a farmer mus 
not exceed his individual] goal.

Radioactive Phosphorous, 

- Geiger Counter Used 
to Detect Circulatory 
Flaws. 


eee 


Radioactive phosphorus can be 
an effective aid to physicians 
treating hardening of the arteries, 
Dr. Morris T. Friedell of Chicago 
reported today. He addressed the 
United States Chapter of the In- 
ternational College of Surgeons at 
its assembly in Kiel Auditorium. 

When blood circulation is shut 
off or impeded in one part of 
the body because of hardening of 
the blood vessels, a physician can 
Gnject radioactive phosphorus, 
then use a Geiger-Mueller counter 
to determine just how much and 
where the circulation has been im- 
paired, he pointed out. 

Dr. Friedell said he had found 


that use of the radioactive sub-| 
etance often shows that blood is 


getting to a limb when other tests 
@ndicate no circulation there. As a 
result he said, doctors have been 
able to save limbs which other- 
wise would have been amputated. 
’ Three doctors who discussed 
breast cancer in separate papers 
emphasized the importance of 
early diagnosis if a cure is to be 
effected, and said that Women usu- 
ally could detect the presence of 
breast cancers themselves. The 
speakers were Dr. Louis P. River, 
Chicago; Dr. William P. Nicolson, 
‘Atlanta, Ga., and Dr. Claude C. 
Kennedy, Minneapolis. 

Dr. Arnold S. Jackson, Madison, 
Wis., president -of the American 
Goiter Association, reported yes- 
terday that incidence of cancer 
‘of the thyroid gland seems to be 
increasing slightly, and termed 
that fact a reflection on the state 
of medical care in the United 
States. " 

Thyroid cancer could be virtual- 
ly eliminated if all non-cancerous 
goiters in persons 15 to 25 years 
old were removed, he asserted. 
Many of those originally benign 
goiters later develop into cancers, 
he explained. 

Goiters are easily cured by 
treatment with iodine, and most 
goiters occur in areas in the 
United States in which there is 
relatively little iodine in the soil. 
In a 10-year period in one area 
in Wisconsin, incidence of goiter 
has. been reduced from 80 to 10 
per cent by having 240,000 school 
children there take a weekly tab- 
let of iodine, he reported. 

The American Goiter Associa- 
tion is considering an effort to 
obtain Congressional legislation 
requiring addition of iodine to 
ordinary table salt.

. What Greece Won 

“Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

~: The Greeks fought a war of fascism 
-Ys. democracy, with democracy as their 
~goal, but were miserably disappointed 
=by their democratic allies, 
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Ameriea Stands Stanch 
Great Britain on the Berlin issue is exactly 
right. Thése three nations say they will not 
negotiate with Russia until the blockade of the 
cold and hungry sectors of the city is lifted. 
They have so notified the UN and the 4ispute 
continues in the Security Council where it has 
been under consideration. 

The Russian position is what it has been for 
many weeks. In the Kremlin’s view, the Berlin 
issue is only part of the larger German prob- 
lem. The Soviets say they are ready to discuss 
Berlin as part of the over-all future of Germany. 
They refuse to take it up on its own merits. 

Thus, the result of the UN efforts so far ap- 
pears to be only more of deadlock. On the sur- 
face it seems that we are back where we started, 


_ before the issue was taken to UN. 


Actually, something has been gained. In the 
first place, the Russians now know that the 
three Western Allies have no intention whatever 
of taking up the over-all German problem until 
the Soviets lift the blockade. This stand, re- 
iterated by Secretary Marshall after long-dis- 
tance consultation with President Truman at 
Key West, can now be taken ag the position 
from which the United States will not be 
budged. 

Something else has been gained. Trygve Lie, 
UN secretary-general, and H. V. Evatt, presi- 
dent of the General Assembly, both note that 
each of the four powers, “in one form or an- 
other,” indicated a desire for a settlement. As 
a result, they are renewing their invitation to 
the powers to work out their differences. 

Meantime, winter is beginning to close in on 
Berlin. The airlift, which is the only access 
the Western Allies have to their sectors of the 
city, has been grounded from time to time by 
thick, gray skies. As November turns to Decem- ° 
ber, air operations will be less and less reliable. 

Writing in the New York Herald Tribune, 
Sonia Tomara tells how bleak life already is, 
even before the coming of bitter cold. Since 
Berlin is as far north as Hudson bay, dark 
now comes as early as 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 
A month from now the sun will set at 4 o’clock. 
This means long, cold nights, not only with 
precious little heat but with only the scantiest 
illumination. 

This competent reporter quotes some of her 
Berlin friends whom she has now revisited: 

We have no choice. We went through the 
first and second winters after the end of 
the war almost without fuel or light. We 
shall do so again. If you go, the last hope 
for freedom will be gone, too. Western 
Berlin, cold, hungry and dark as it may 
seem, is still a dot of light in the surround- 
ing darkness. | 
Miss Tomara tells how the Russian sector of 

the city is a blaze of lights and relatively well 
stocked with potatoes and other foods and sup- 
plies. The strategy of the Soviets is to make 
Eastern Berlin look good in contrast with West- 
ern Berlin, whose fuel, food and clothing must: 
come in over the uncertain air bridge. This 


' has tempted some Berliners to move to the Rus- 


sian sector, but these have been offset by citi- 
zens who find their way to the Western sectors 
because they prize political freedom more than 
fresh food. 

In any event, all that Russia gains in Berlin 
it achieves at the expense of Germans outside 
the city, in the Soviet Zone of occupation. Hitler 
found that stripping some peoples to benefit 
others did not work out. The Soviets will learn 
the same lesson in time. 

Reserves of food and fuel to last 30 days stand 
as a- great tribute to the American Air Force 
and R. A. F. Sooner or later, however, the. 
Western Allies must find a solution which frees 
them from dependence on transport so uncef- 
tain, so costly and so hazardous as a continu- 
ous line of planes. Sooner or later, if the 
Russians do not lift the blockade, the Western 
Allies will have no choice but to load up a 
convoy or a supply train and set out to take it , 
through. 

Some 2,200,000 people in Berlin are our fre 
sponsibility. We are cothmitted t6 them just as 
we are committed to the people in the American 
zone of occupation. We cannot let these people 
down. The sense of our reply to UN is that 
we will not let them down. 
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Why Hurry?

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_ A Word for Senator Taft 

In speculating on Senator Taft's future, the 
Alsops practically consign him to oblivion. We're 
not so sure. It is trie that the recent election 
was a severe blow to Taft’s leadership 4s Well 
as Dewey’s. It is true that his term in the im- 
portant post of G.O.P. Policy Committee Chair- 
man will soon expire, and that he cannot even 
remain a member of that committee without a 
change in the Republican conference rules. And, 
because of the new Republican blood in the Sen- 
ate, Taft might be beaten if he seeks the title 
of Minority Leader. 

Yet, Taft, despite the conservatism that the 
country rejected in the election, has a special 
place in the Senate and, we think, in the eyes 
of the American'people. This is because he has 
the two fine qualities of honesty and courage 
and, because no matter how much one disagrees 


ae 


with him, Taft makes it known where he stands. 


Moreover, Taft, more intelligent than many of 
his conservative colleagues, long ago discerned 
that conservatism must make concessions to the 
new trend of the times, as he showed by his 
advocacy of public housing, federal aid to edu- 
cation and a national health program. 

It is argued that Taft, as Majority Leader, 
gave mostly lip servicé to the more progressive 
phases of his program, but he did bring about 
the passage of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill in 
the Senate, only to have the House turn it down. 
It is argued, too, that his education and health 
measures fall short of the ideal in those two 
fields. Nevertheless, Taft has a better record 
than thany of his fellow G.O.P. Senators. 

Taft was an ‘active contender for the G.O.P, 
nomination throughout the Eightieth Congress, 
but he rarely played the old political game of 
plissyfooting. His political sense must have told 
him that it was dangerous to accept the chair- 
manship of the Senaté Labor Committee, but he 
did so, anyway, and permitted his name to be 
used on the Taft-Hartley Act, though he knew 
it would be a burning and unpopular issue in 
the 1848 campaign. However labor may detest 
the Taft-Hartley Act, it must recognize that 
Taft’s part in it was opén and candid. 

Would Taft have made a stranger or weaker 
candidate than Dewey? That’s an unanswerable 
IF. In any event, Taft would have made a dif- 
ferent kind of campaign. He would have met 
issues very squarely and in detail. He would 
not have subjected himself to the gibes now 
being leveled at Dewey, such as the following 
from the Courier-Journal of Louisville: 

No presidential candidate in future, we 
hope, will be so inept that four of his major 
speeches can be boiled down to these his- 
toric four sentences: Agricuture is impor- 
tant. Our rivers are full of fish. You can- 
not have freedom without liberty. The fu- 
ture lies ahead. (We might add a fifth, with 
a bow to the New Yorkér’s Howard Bru- 
baker: The TVA is a fine re and we 
must make certain that nothing like it ever 
happens again. 

In the G.O.P. wreckage, Senator Taft has 
preserved his character and his intellectual in- 
tegrity, and those qualities may be made most 
useful in the next Congress, as can the Ohioan’s 
wide knowledge of public affairs. The country 
is going to need a strong and searching oppo- 
sition—a most wholesome thing in any govern- 
ment—and Senator Taft can contribute most 
valuable services to it.

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Indianapolis’ Food War 

Grocery men of Indianapolis are in a price 
war. The chain stores gave out coupons good 
for stiff discounts. Then the independents be- 
gan redeeming them, expecting, like the chains, 
to cash them in with the food manufacturers. 
Two million dollars’ worth of the coupons are 
estimated to be in circulation. 

This may prove a flash in the pan, but it may 
also be the beginning of a national movement.

Barely half the eligible Americans went to the polls; editor calls 
it a “sorry report on government by the people”; favors penaliz- 
ing light-voting states by reapportioning electoral votes and con- 
gressional seats to reflect actual ballots instead of total population.

There are an estimated 93,750,000 per- 
sons in the United States eligible to vote. 
The latest returns indicate that somewhere 
between 47,000,000 and 48,000,000 voted. 


In other words, nearly as many people 
didn’t vote on Nov. 2 as did. About 46,- 
000,000 eligible voters in the United States 
failed to cast ballots. 


The percentage of active voters to eligi- 
ble voters has been dropping steadily since 
1940. 

Who were these people who failed to 
vote? Your guess is just as good as mine. 
How would they have voted had they taken 
the trouble? 

Before the election the Democrats said 
that they could win only were there a large 
vote. After the election Dewey said that 
betweehi 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 Republicans 
failed to vote. 

As for me, I haven’t the vaguest idea 
how they would have voted, but I do be- 
lieve that the fact that such an increas- 
ingly large number of voters decline to cast 
ballots constitutes one of the grave prob- 
lems facing a government which Abraham 
Lincoln declared to be an experiment to 
determine whether government of the peo- 
ple, by the people and for the people could 
work, 

Throughout his unsuccessful campaign 
for Governor of South Dakota, Democratic 
Candidate Harold Volz urged that the United 
States adopt an Australian plan for fining 
people who failed to vote. I think he had 
something there, although a study of elec- 
tion returns would lead me to the belief 
that it might be more fair and mo6ré con- 
ducive of results were the “fine” assessed 
against the state or community, rather 
than the individual, because there are seév- 
éral millions of eligible voters who are dis- 
couraged or barred from voting by their 
states of communities. 

Final returns on the eléction are not 
availablé as this is written, but I would 
like to call attention to nearly complete re- 
turns from South Dakota as compared with 
Mississippi and South Carbdlina. About a 
quarter of a million people voted in South 
Dakota; not a great many more than half 
that number voted in South Carolina, And 


yet, South Carolina will cast eight electoral 
votes for President against South Dakota's 
four. 

Mississippi will cast nine electoral votes, 
yet less than 200,000 persons voted in Mis- 
sissippi. The*voters of South Dakota have 
two Representatives in Congress, while a 
little more than half as many voters in 
South Carolina have six Representatives, 
and the voters in Mississippi have seven. 

None of these states voted for Truman 
in the recent election, 

Let’s take two that did, two that have 
the same number of electoral votes, and, 
therefore, about the same populations. Both 
Wisconsin and Tennessee went for Tru- 
man, yet when the returns were nédarly 
compiete, Wisconsin had cast 1,278,666 
votes and Tennessee 518,966, or less than 
half as many. 

There is something more than individual 
disinclination that prevents voting in cer- 
tain. areas of the United States. Education- 
al opportunities, social customs and re- 
straints, laws and other things over which 
the state and local communities have con- 
trol play their part. 


Suppose that electoral college strength 
and congressional representation were 
based upon votes cast instead of on popula- 
tion. Wouldn’t that put an end to the 
South’s disfranchisement of a large part 
of its population? Wouldn’t that be fairer 
te the citizen, state and community that 
lives up to its democratic duties? 


Or are the votes of South Dakotans and 
Wisconsin citizens worth only a fraction 
as much as the votes of those who cast 
their ballots in the South? 


If you lived in Average City in the United 
States, and such a community exists only 
in theory, the balloting of Nov. 2 would 
have added up roughly as follows: One out 
of four eligible voters would have cast his 
ballot for President Truman. Another one 
would havé voted for some other presiden- 
tial candidate. Two wouldn’t have voted at 
all! 3 


That is a pretty sorry report to make on 
government of the people, by the people 
and for the people,

Fiction of Government. 


What emerges from his book, 
and one can hope it will be pub- 
lished in this country at once, is 
that the Government of Athens 
is a fiction.

DOCKERS’ STRIKE 


But Christmas Packages Can 
Be Handled, Official Says, 
if Walkout Ends Soon.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (UP)— 
Postmaster Albert Goldman said 
today that mail for foreign coun- 
tries, including overseas Christmas 
packages, was “beginning to pile 
up” on the wharves here because 


of the week-old longshoremen’s | 
strike. 

“We can still get the Christmas 
parcels over on time,” he said, “if 
the strike is not prolonged too far 
into December.” 

Goldman pointed out tnat the 
jepartment handled from the 
Port of New York in October 
$75,000 sacks of mail for overseas 
lestinations. Between Nov. 1 and 
Nov. 12, when the strike started, 
it had handled 425,000 sacks of 
ship mail. 

He said the department has on 
hand as of today about 100,000 
sacks of mail for delivery over- 
seas. This includes commercial 
parcels of all kinds, Christmas 
and relief packages. He said the 
100,000 sacks could be “cleared 
put in four or five days if the 
shipping is made available.”

Andre Kostelanetz conducted the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra in 
one of his typical “special” con- 
certs last night in Kiel Auditorium. 
An audience of about 3000 listened 
politely while Mr. Kostelanetz and 
the orchestra paid a_ ritualistic 
tribute to the old masters ‘before 
getting down to the main business 
of the evening. But unlike the 
programs offered on previous oc- 
casions of a similar nature, this 
one provided a bridge between the 
so-called “highbrows” discourses of 
Mozart and Haydn and the “mid- 
dle-brow” blandishments of Messrs. 
Lecuona, Johann Strauss, Kern, 
et al. 

The transitional music was the 
“Carniva] of Animals” by Camille 
Saint-Saens, a novelty feature of 
deft construction and one calcu- 
lated to appeal to all tastes. The 
orchestra played this suite in- 
cisively and with appropriate de- 


scriptive coloring. The bird calls

with amusement, the more per-" 


sonal allusions to  long-eared 
critics,- musical fossils, and the 
elephantine properties of fellow 
composers were interesting for the 
ingenuity of instrumentation and 
the apostrophe to the dying cat we 
—played with great beauty 
Edgar Lustgarten the first ‘cel- 
list—stirred a sentimental re- 
sponse. 

The two-piano soloists for this 
suite were Richard Johnson and 
David Milliken of the Stephens 
College musical faculty who per- 
formed their important parts ex- 
cellently. 

The listed program for the sec- 
ond half of the concert was the 
“Malaguena” by Lecuona, “Vienna, 
City of My Dreams” by Sieczyn- 
ski, Strauss’s “Tale of the Vienna 
Woods” and “Show Boat” excerpts, 
after which Mr. Kostelanetz deliv- 
ered in rapid succession four or 
five encores. The “Show Boat” 
excerpts and several of the encores 
were the ones most conspicuously 
endowed with the Kostelanetz 
touch because of their creamy or- 
chestration in the middle voices. 
All, however, were delivered with 
an emotional amplitude in keeping 
with the spirit of a musical picnic. 

“Among the encores -were a 
highly ornamented version of 
Dvorak’s “Humoreske,” a rough- 
and-ready treatment of Chopin’s 
A Flat Polonaise and Tschaikow- 
ski’s “Waltz of tne Flowers.” 

The orchestra led off with Mo- 
zart’s “Marriage of Figaro” over- 
ture and Haydn’s Symphony No. 
88 in G Major. The symphony 
had clarity and pace but not much 
distinction of modeling.

The five Western Division clubs 
in the American Hockey League 
are separated by only six points, 
or a little matter of three victories, 
but the Flyers are sailing on top

Seven goals matched the St. 
Louis club’s highest scoring output

Flyers Have 24 Points. 

The Hornets, idle last night, are 
tied fof second place with the fast- 
rushing Buffalo Bisons, who 
whipped Indianapolis, 8-3. But the 
Flyers have 24 points in the stand- 
ings to 21 for each of the runner- 
up clubs. Indianapolis has 19 and 
Cleveland 18, 

There was a lot of unco-ordi- 
nated rushing by both the Flyers 
and Lions, but the St. Louis skat- 
ers, notably Lloyd Doran and 
Barry Sullivan on one line, and the 
Paul Gladu-Don Grosso-Tony Li- 
cari trio tricked their way to goals 
on neat, accurate passing. 

Sullivan and Gladu each banged 
home two of the tallies, and Norm 
Tustin, Ed Olson and Johnny Ray- 
nak accounted for the others. 
Gladu and Sullivan also had an as- 
sist each, Doran had two assists. 
He and Gladu are now tied for the 
club’s individual scoring leader- 
ship with. 19 points each. Gladu 
has 15 goals, Doran only five. 

Holding down the Flyer total 
was Goalie Lou Crowdis of the 
Lions, who stopped 45 shots. Red 
Almas of the Flyers was called 
upon to make only 23—10 of them 
in the final period. 

Johnny Mariucci, the Flyers’ 
star defenseman whose knee was 
hurt in a recent game at Cleve- 
land, suffered a first-period shoul- 
der injury when bashed into the 
back boards by Washington’s 
Harry Dick, the league’s most 
penalized player. Mariucci saw 
only limited service thereafter and 
was not used at all in the final 
stanza. Dick, incidentally, drew 
three of the game’s seven penal- 
ties. 

Gladu Scores Quickly. 

Niftiest goals for the Flyers 
were the two by Gladu and one by 
Sullivan on which Doran did most 

of the work in the second period. 
Many of the 6804 spectators were 
nos seated when Gladu lighted the 
red light for the first time just 
54 seconds after the start. Grosso 
set it up with a nice sprint down 
the right side and the flying Paul 
was sailing even faster down the 
left lane, then caught the disc 
just at the right time only five 
feet from the cage. He didn’t 
miss. 

Gladu’s second tally made it 6-2 
early in the third period and here 
Licari was the feeder with some 
brilliant work around one Lion 
defender.

It is an established practice at 
far-flung industrial plants to poll 
employes to determine morale, 
The sampling process is more 
economical and deemed as effi- 
cient as a man-for-man canvass.

The Pittsburgh Consolidation Coal 
Co. this week opened its $500,000 
coal gasification and carboniza- 
tion pilot plant where the firm 
and the Standard Oil Develop- 
ment Co, will conduct research 
allied to the synthetic production 
of gasoline and other liquid fuels. 

Still secret enotgh that news 
photographers were stopped at 
the door, the pilot plant in this 
mining town, 12 miles from Pitts- 
burgh, is located in the heart of 
a rich coal] field. 

Coal gasification research was 
described by vice president Joseph 
Pursglove Jr., of Pittsburgh Con- 
solidation, as seeking “a cheaper 
and better method of converting 
coal into a fuel gas which can 
be used for the manufacture of 
synthetic licuid fuels,” 

Low Grade Coal Used. ‘ 

Concerned only with the first 
. Phase of the problem, the com- 
pany will build a $20,000,000 com- 
. mercial operation if the pilot 
plant proves the project is worth- 
while. 

The pilot plant_uses low grade 
coal for a raw material. One 
new wrinkle is to “fluidize” the 
coal by forcing an inert gas 
through it. The result is that the 
coal bubbles and seeks its own 
level just as a liquid does. Scient- 
ists say the fluidizatiorf process 
gives them better control over 
the continuous operation.

Defeat in western Europe would 
mean the loss of the struggle to 
preserve our way of life from the 
disintegration of the war and from 
Soviet attempts to capitalize on 
that disintegration in the inter- 
ests of Soviet power expansion. 


We are therefore compelled to 
take the defensive in China. We 
canhot do everything at once. We 
do not have the resources for two. 
major offensive efforts. To at- 
tempt this would merely mean 
two half-efforts, which is equiva- 
lent to saying two failures, two 
defeats. 
Like Early War Days. 

The situation is, as previously + 
remarked in these articles, auien 3 
lent. in strategic values to the. 
situation which faced us after 
Pearl Harbor, when we had to 
choose between the concentration 
of offensive effort against one of 
the other of two major eneiies— 
Germany or Japan. We chose 
Germany, as the nearer and more 
dangerous, We took the offensive | 
against Germany, we assumed the 
defensive against Japan: for the 
time being. We did not make fhe 
fatal effort of trying to divide 
our limited resources between two 
major efforts. We won the war by 
defeating Germany first and 
Japan second. We would have lost 
the war if we had tried to defeat 
both at the same time, | 
But to take the defensive does 
not mean to do nothing.

We cannot put the full weight we 
of American support behind the 
failing government of Chiang Kai- 
shek in any attempt to smash by 
full-scale effort the Communist 
armies, now superior in numbers, 
flushed by victory, and in control 
not only of all Manchuria but of 
great sections in the -north of 
China proper. The military situa- 
tion is such that only great, well- 
equipped, highly trained land ar- 
mies with powerful tactical air 
support could do this. We have no 
such land forces available, and 
we cannot provide the means by 
which Chiang can acquire them, 
eveh if there were some way of 
overcoming thé problem of de- 
teriorating morale.

“How about 
having some sort of ‘open house,’ 
or a cocktail party, before SHAEF 
breaks up?” | 

He saw the reasoning behind 
my idea and, foregoing his nor- 
mal reaction to social events, 
decided to stage such a party. 
Colonels and eneral officers 
would be excluded, as he had met 
most of them, Guests would range 
from lieutenant colonel down to 
warrant officer, the men who'd 
never had an opportunity to meet 
their Commanding General, or 
vice versa. 

“That’s a very good idea, Kay,” 
he said. “We'll certainly do it~ 
right after the official surrender.” 
On May 4, Monty met the Ger- 
mans at Lubec«, while, at 
SHAEF, General Hisenhower 
learned that Admiral Doenits ap- 
parently intended to make an 
over-all surrender. 

All afternoon we waited tensely 
for Monty’s call. Air Chief Mar- 
sha] Tedder joined the General in 
his tiny office; Butch, up from 
Paris, joined me in my office. We 
waited and waited. 

The phone rang about 7:00 p.m. 
I answered it. It was Monty. 
Butch and I eavesdropped shame- 
lessly through the open door. The 
ceremony had gone through, but 
it wag not the all-fronts surrender. 
There wasn’t much work being 
done in our red schoolhouse when 
I arrived the next morning. Most 
of us sat around talking about 
the surrender ceremony, which 
was to take place in the War 
Room. 

The Nazis arrived shortly after 
5:00 p.m., met by two British of- 
ficers from SHAEF, and escorted 
to a washroom. Finally; Beetle 
came in.

Jodi and his aide joined Admiral 
von Friedeburg and the German 
war office colonel; they conferred 
alone for quite a while, then, 
about 6:00 p.m., entered Beetle’s 
office for the conference. 

The final hitch came when the 
Germans, playing for time to 
withdraw units from the Russian 
front, asked for an ournment 
of 48 hours before signing the 
final surtender; this time was 
necessary, they contended, to per- 
mit communication with their out- 
lying forces. General Eisenhower 
replied firmly: unless the Ger- 
mans agree: to his terms imme- 
diately, he would break off all 
negotiations and seal his tines so 
no more Germans could get 
through. 

By this time it was about nine 
o’clock, Our party was well under 
way at the WAC house—so we all 
adjourned to the reception, Ac- 
tually, the party wasn’t very 
abandoned or gay, for no one was 


able to ignore the event about to 
take place in the schoolhouse. 
The helms champagne disap- 
peared surprisingly slowly, al- 
though one of the Russian of- 
ficers, attempting to drink Amer- 
ican rye as though it was vodka, 

t so drunk that he and his col- 
eagues had to leave. General 
Eisenhower stayed only a few 
minutes, hig thoughts far away 
from cocktail chatter. 
“Keep in touch with the office,” 
he told me, “Let me know what's 
happening.” 

Just after midnight, a call from 
the General Staff secretary indi- 
cated the big show was about to 
take place. I called General 
Eisenhower's house, but someone 
had telephoned before me; he was 
just leaving. Ruth and I hurried 
up to headquarters, where bril- 
liant kleig lights blazed in the 
War Room. I went on to our of- 
fice, somewhat disappointed at 
missing the ceremony. The Gen- 
eral was pacing up and down his 
room, into my office, back into 
his room, just as he did when 
dictating. 

It was nearing 3:00 a.m. when 
Beetle stomped in, half-grinning, 
half-grim. The surrender had 
been signed — officiallv. at 2:41 
a.m., Monday, May 7. There was 
no time for elation, for celebra- 
tion. The Germans were on their 
way up to’our office. I felt a 
shiver of excitement; these would 
be my first German Brass, other 
than prisoners of war and dead 
Germans, I shoved Telek under 
the desk, commanding him not to 
bark, to present a proud Scottish 
dignity te the enemy.

HEARD a “Ja, ja” following 
aeons Strong’s interpreta- 
on.

Jodi nodded. General Eisen- 
hower stared silently, in dismissal. 
The Germans half-bowed, saluted, 
did an about-face and marched 
past my desk and out of the of- 
fice.

As the photographers 
thilled around, he said, “Come on, 
let’s all have a picture!” Every- 
one gathered near the Boss as he 
held up two of the signature pens 
in a V-sign.

Ruth, however, 
was down in Beetle’s office and 
the group couldn’t wait. 

ithin a few minutes, the office 
was empty once more. Ruth came 
in to chat with me; Air Chief 
Marshal Tedder stayed behind to 
talk with the General. 

Almost as though it was ex- 
pected of him—and without the 
slightest sign of exuberance—Gen- 
eral Eisenhower remarked that 
the occasion called for a bottle of 
champagne. We repaired to his 
house. 

The next two hours or so boré 
more resemblance to a group sit- 
ting around discussing a just- 
ended bridge game than to people 
who had just seen the end of a 
war, There was no gaiety, no 
joking, no laughing. The Supreme 
Commander spent most of the 
time listing those to whom true 


credit belonged for successful con- © 


clusion of the war; there was no 
g'oating, no personal pride, abso- 
lutely no buoyancy. Everyone 
simply seemed weary, indescrib- 
ably weary. 

We broke it up as dawn came 
through the chateau windows.

Speaking of Spanish Recipes— 


Here Is One for the Handsome Enchilada Straight From California 


By Hoyt Alden 


NCE again it is complaint 
0 day and suggestion day all 

rolled into one. My lady con- 
stituents, who feel that I have 
given them a raw deal in some of 
these articles, have deluged me 
with their culinary ideas, plus 
some really excellent recipes that 
rate being passed along to the 
readers of this column, One com- 
munication reads: 

“You have harped on. Spanish 
food at various times yet you 
have never come up with a recipe 
for enchiladas. What about it?” 

My stock answer still applies. 
There have been books written 
about Spanish food and I simply 
haven’t got around to the hand- 
some enchilada. Here is a recipe, 
however, right straight from 
southern California, where the 
Spanish influence prevails in 
much of the cooking: 

Make a thin batter of a cup of 
flour, half a cup of corn meal, 
three well-beaten eggs, a cup of 
milk, a pinch of salt and a tea- 
spoon of baking powder. Bake 
in pancakes on a griddle until they 
are yellow, but not brown. 

Now make a filling like this: 

Cook two cups of lean minced 


pork in oil until nice and brown.. 


Remove to absorbent paper to 
drain, Chop an onion and cook it 
in the oil until yellow. Now add 
two cups of drained and chopped 
tomatoes, a tablespoon of chili 
powder, a teaspoon of salt and a 
pinch of pepper, Cook all this 
until it is fairly thick.

MY CLAIM TO the champion- 
ship in the stew-making depart- 
ment, in all forms, is frequently 
challenged by the ladies. Most of 
these claimg are spurious, but 
now and then a cook comes along 
with one that I recognize but have 
failed to bring forth.

Like this: 

Get three pounds of brisket of 
beef and cut it in one-inch cubes. 
Brown it in hot fat. Then brown 
three sliced onions. Put in a 
heavy pan along with three or four 
skinned, cut-up tomatoes, sOme cut- 
up celery, cloves, minced parsley 
and three pints of dried navy beans, 
Cover all with cold water and 
cook slowly for three or four 
hours. It will be done when the 
beans are tender. Now make a 
mixture of three teaspoons of 
flour, three teaspoons of brown 
sugar and three teaspoons of 
vinegar and use it to thicken 
the stew. Good eating.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. Nov. 18. 
RKANSAS is on the march, 
i are saying here these 


s. 

If this militant condition is to 
be more than a slogan and a hope 
—and the prospects are encourag- 
ing that it will—it will be due in 
no small measure to the “Build 
Your Home Town” program spon+ 
sored by the Arkansas Economic 
Council-State Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

That program, built around the 
idea’ of community development 
clinics, is aimed at making the 
state’s cities and towns more 
livable, healthful and beautiful 
and, incidentally, more attractive 
to outside industry looking for 
new factory sites. 

Here is the way the program 
works. If the people of any com- 
munity show an interest in the 
program, a team of three or four 
men is sent to the town by the 
states joint government-industry 
group to hold a clinic. The clinic 
sessions, lasting only an hour, are 
held three or four times a day 
until every adult and every high 
school student has had a chance 
to attend one. 

The attempt is made to hold 
each session to 40 persons or less 
who are asked to bring out all 
the complaints they have against 
the town. After genera] discus- 
sion, the clinicians havea pretty 
good idea of the major problems 
and they then pass out suggestion 
cards on which the residents are 
asked to set down their opinions 
of the most pressing problems 
in the order of their importance. 
It may be a sewage disposal plant, 
a community center, a hospital or 
a clinic. Perhaps a canning fac- 
tory is needed, or better roads 
and streets. It might even be 
simple lack of beauty in the yards 
and streets or the town square. 

The citizens are asked also to 
indicate on their cards their will- 
ingness to work on a ‘committee 
toward solving the _ problems. 
Then the cards are collected and 
the team returns to Little Rock 
where the work of classifying the 
suggestions in order of popularity 
is done. An analysis chart is pre- 
pared and forwarded to the com- 


munity together with recommen- 
dations. If the community wants 
to work out a plan, the team of 
experts draws one up and presents 
it to the town. From then on, 
the town is strictly on its own 
except for, additional suggestions 
from the state group when s0- 
licited. ) 
x * * 

N the first four months since 
| the plan was launched last 

February, more than 30 of the 
100 communities having chambers 
of commerce had held community 
clinics or were preparing to hold 
them. More have joined the move- 
ment since then and still others 
have signified their interest to the 
extent of asking to have the pro- 
gram explained. 

Perhaps the most persistent 
evangelistic voice being raised in 
behalf of the plan is that of C. 
Hamilton Moses, president of the 
Arkansas Economic Council-State 
Chamber of Commerce and of the 
Arkansas Power & Light Co. 
Moses, named the “business man 
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C. HAMILTON MOSES, OF LITTLE ROCK, LEADER’ IN THE MOV 


of the South for the year 1948” 
by a business publication of At- 
lanta, Ga., is an accomplished 
orator who mixes humorous 
stories with an effective hortatory 
style. He has covered the state 
in four whirlwind tours, making 
three to four speeches daily in 
behalf of the plan. 

This is the way he explains its 
genesis to audiences. “Several 
years ago, when business got 
pretty good, we had to go east 
to refinance our corporation. We 
wanted to sell $30,000,000 of new 
first mortgage bonds. The rating 
agencies gave our company a B 
rating. They all knew the future 
prospects of the company and its 
soundness, yet they said they had 
to give us a triple B rating. It 
threatened to cost us hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, 

“Now, guess what reason they 
gave for- rating our company as 


‘ B. It was largely because it was 


domiciled in Arkansas, They said 
your state was about the lowest 
in per capita income and per 
capita assets, and had about the 
higher pér capita debt in the na- 
tion, They said you live in a state 
that pays its school teachers less 
than your chauffeurs and you’re 
at the bottom in education. They 
said no state or community could 
rise above the level of its educa- 
tion.” 

Moses tells of pointing out the 
great: natural resources of Arkan- 
sas, its diversity of soil, terrain and 
climate. “And then I told those 
New York bankers that this wasn’t 
all. ‘Do you know that in Arkansas 
we have the longest working days 
in the nation? Do you know that 
we have two and three crops a 
year? Do you know that Arkansas, 
because of its climate and its sun- 
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shine, is the healthiest state in the 
nation, and for three years has had 


._the lowest death rate in the na- 


tion?’ Well,” he remarked with a 
chuckle, “we had some luck and 
got our bonds rated A.” It is plain, 
however, that the incident still 
rankles. 


The intervening war years 
brought some realization of Moses’s 
dream of a balgnced agricultyral- 
industrial economy and gave the 
state an invigorating awareness of 
what could be accomplished if out- 
side capital could be interested. 
The per capita income in the years 
from 1940 to 1947 increased from 
$252 to $800. Liquid assets in the 
same period grew from $250,000,000 
to $1,500,000,000. Moses and his 
fellow industrialists redoubled 
their efforts. About this time, the 
secretary of the chamber of com- 
merce of one of the state’s larger 
Mississippi river towns told Moses 
a story that convinced him the 
approach to the problem had been 
too hasty and, perhaps, too ma- 
terialistic. 
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HIS was the story the secre- 
tary told Moses: 
“IT went to a large industry 
we hoped to attract to our city. I 
found the president receptive and 
I told him my story. ‘I know about 
your community,’ he told me. ‘We 
like it. Your timber is all right— 
your people are all right—your 
background is all right — your 
transportation is all right, par- 
ticularly your river transportation. 
But what about your schools— 
your hospitals? What about your 
recreational facilities and your 
playgrounds? Have you any swim- 
ming pools in the community?

PON my return from London 
UJ early this week, I was de- 
lighted to find that good 
progress was still bding made by 


~ the human rights commission, 


Article 19 of the déelaration of 
human rights, I found, had been 
argued out and adopted. It reads: 


“Everyone has the right to take 
part in the government of his 
country directly and through 
freely chosen representatives. 


“Everyone has the right of 
equal access to public service in 
his country. 


“The will of the people shall be 
the basis of authority in the gov- 
ernment. This will shall be ex- 
pressed in periodic and genuine 
elections which shall be universal 
and equal and which shall be held 
by secret vote or by the equivalent 
of free voting procedures.” ‘ 


The first paragraph was passed 
in its original form without diffi- 
culty, but the second was altered 
as a result of criticisms by Ameri- 
cans who felt it might have given 
rise .to the idea that any govern- 
ment was obliged to employ any- 
one who wishes to be in govern- 
ment service, regardless of 
whether or not the government 
considered them desirable em- 
ployes, From my point of view, 
the revised version !s clear and 
better, ; 

The third paragraph probably 
caused the greatest difficulty, and 
a great many people will wonder 
at the last phrase, “or by equiva- 


lent of free voting procedures.” 

Most of us think if any election 
is universal and equal by secret 
ballot, it is fairly well safe- 
guarded. But this line was in- 
cluded to protect the rights and 
customs of people who may be 
able to manage their own affairs 
and perhaps have ways of doing 
so, but, who cannot read or write. 

All these little peculiarities, 
which one does not hink of at 
first, always come up for discus- 
sion in the final analysis of an 
article of this kind. Though 
troublesome, they are of great im- 
portance to democracy and the 
development of democratic pro- 
cedures throughout the world.
